All of the crew, twenty-seven, were saved, according to official 


advices received by the American Embassy from the American Con­ 


sul at the port where they were landed. 


The Algonquin was attacked— without warning— by shellfire 


from the German U-boat. 


After her crew had taken to the lifeboats, the German com­ 


mander sent a detachment of his men aboard the Algonquin. 
The\ 


set bombs which sank the ship. 


The submarine opened fire from a point three miles distant and 


fired twenty shells at the first fusillade. 


When appealed to, the commander refused the request of the 


survivors to tow the lifeboats, and, departing, left the Algonquin’s 


crew to their fate.

Considerable attention is given in the reports to the Mexican 


constitution which goes into effect May l, it being declared that sev­ 


eral of its provisions apparently were devised as a m eans of assisting 


the cause of Germany in Mexico at the expense of the interests of the 


entente allies and the United States. 


Article 27 of the new constitution, which provides for the confis­ 


cation of concessions or property of foreigners, is regarded as especi­ 


ally dangerous to the entente allies, neutrals in general.
